Frankfort, Ky., December 17.— The 
creation of a county board of aduoa- 
tlon. Teated with the power to appoint 
tha county school superintendent and 
to llz tha aobool tax larlad tttr tba 
oonatr, ia oaaof tha ftoonang^daUoaa 
of tha laglalatlTa coaunltlaa of tba 
county anparlntaBdanU' orgaatiatlon. 
The board la to b« oompoaad ot Ave 
membta to ba alaetad from tba coun- 
ty at larga, wbteb shall baTe charge 
of and operata tba abboola of the coun 
ty. 

Tha board la to bava the power ti 
flz tba salary ot the county superin- 
tendent, the legislative committee go- 
ing on record In favor of a minimum 
salary of $1,600 a year. 

If vested with the power to fix the 
school tar the committee says that no 
county board shall levy less than fifty 
cents on the one hundred dollars of 
taxable property. 

The committee also favors the plac- 
ing of certification of teachers in the 
hands of the State Department of Edu 
cation ; a minimum salary for teachers 
ot $460 per year for -a six-month term 
aad at least $76 a month for longer 
terms; giving the county board power 
to recognise and reward aobolarshlps, 
profMsIonal training, axpariaace, at- 
titude toward work, attmdance and 
enroUmaat. aooordlng to a aalary 
schMnla approrad by tha ateU super- 
intendent, aad tba aaaetneat of a law 
providing for tba standardisation or 
school buildings.
